Superintending School Committee 
of Hill for the year ending March, 1870. 


1 Two Terms taught by Miss Marston. Miss M. isa teacher of 
considerable experience she exhibits much skill in the art of govern- 
ing and imparting knowledge. Examining atthe close of the first 
term was highly gratifying to both parents.and committee. The see- 
ond term the committee was unable to visit at the close. Registers 
perfect.

2. One Term taught by Miss Knox; Miss Knox was obliged to 
close her school of account of sickness, so the Committee was an 
able to visit it at the close, but by what he could learn by the parents. 
Miss Knox kept a very satisfactory school. 


3. TwoTerms taught by Miss Mary Hersey. This was Miss 


_Hersy’s first attempt to teach; she manifested much interest in be- 


half of the scholars ; bids fair for a successful teacher. Examina- 
tion creditable. 


4, Two Terms taught by MissSargent. Miss $. is a teacher 
of some experieuce but by some means the summer term was near ly 
a failure. Miss. Sargent gave much. better satisfaction, the fall 
term. The school closed with much credit. 


5. Two Terms taught by Miss Morgan. Miss M. being a tea- 
cher of some attainment, also has the faculity of getting the good 
will of her scholars. |The school made the desired improvements. 


6. One Term taught by Miss Rollins. Miss R. is a teacher of 
some experience, but. lacks much for energy and perseverance. The 
School made fair improvemet. 


7.1 One term taught by Miss Lucy Calley. Miss Calley is 
young inexperienced teacher. She appeared to try hard to instruct 
her scholars, experience will teach her that good order is necessary 
even in the smallest ofschools. Examination fair. 


8. One Term taught by Miss Emma J. Morrill.’ Miss Morrill 
appeared to try har rd to instruct her scholars, but some. of them 
must learn ‘ love study better. That is if they want to make 
first class se alses The last visit of the Commmittee at the close 
of the school proved satistactory. 


9. -One Term taught by Miss Emma Bartlett. She is a teacher 
of but little experience, bids fair for a successful one. The school 
opened fair. Examination was commendable. 


10. One Term taught by Miss Lucy Heath, Miss Heath had 
nota fair chance to exhibit her skill as a teacher, her . school 
being small and backward; evidently she did the best she could 
considering the disadyantage which she labored under, _

GENTLEMEN ;—In'the report which itis my duty to present, I 
will commence by mentioning the relation of teachers toward their 
scholars. Itisthe duty of teachers atthe commencement of their 
schools to try to gain the good will of their pupils for without ge- 
curing the confidence and affection of their scholars, there can be 
comparatively but little if any benefit derived from their teaching. 

It is the duty ofevery teacher to form habits of neatness, indus- 
try and subordination, to. develop the affection and intellectual pow- 
ers and to impress upon the minds those ideas and principles 
which shall mould the character for life. 

Success in any thing depend much upon the manner of its com- 
mencement, the District School is the starting point of an education it 
is the place to learn the rudiments, and to form some emportant 
habits for future success. If so is itnot worth while to take some 
paius te procure teachers that are qualified for their position? It 
is @ very common opinion that young teachers, even those of limited 
qualification will do to teach our. small schools, and. snch persons 
are imployed, becatise they can be obtained at lower wages than 
well qualified and experienced teachers demand. 

A teacher as a general rule that is not qualified to teach an ad- 
vauced school is not competant to instruct youth in a small one. 

The disciplin in our schools for the past few years has not 
been so good as itought to have been. There arein some of our 
schcols a few troublesome scholars, who apparently do: but little ex- 
cept annoy their teacher, and set a bad example to the other 
children. I am opposed to indisereet use of the rod, but while 
moral suasion has been quite sufficient for the children who are 
goveried at home. The rod has most generally beenresorted to with 
those children without parental government ; therefore I feel that to 
abolish corporial puni shment would be fatal to tue government of 
our Schools; I know that for years, many persons have predicted 
& Millennium Age. when the rodis to be discarded; but thus 
far I can not perceive the least sign ofits approach, nor do I expect 
until we have attained the State of profection. The prospects for 
which are not over flattering atthe present time. 

Prudeutial Committee should: be careful not to allow any teacher 
to commence school without a certificate as required by law. 

I call attention to the fact that the laws of the State require 
that every teecher at the close of his school, and at the end of each 
term thereof, Shall make a return of his register. or record to the 
school committee of the town, who shall give to him a certificate 
thereof, and no teacher shall receive payment for his services until 
such certificate is produced, and delivered to the Prudential Com- 


mittee,
